Development
and Management Plan Revisions.

Dr. Bell moved to approve the revisions to the development and management plan, seconded

by Mr. Lynch. Dr. Bell withdrew the motion, seconded by Mr. Lynch. Mr. Ashton moved to
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table this item to obtain more information, seconded by Dr. Klemens. The motion passed

unanimously.

PETITION NO. 1088 - Wal-Mart Stores, Inc. declaratory ruling that no Certificate of
Environmental Compatibility and Public Need is required for the location and construction
of a Customer-Side 250 kW Fuel Cell to be located at the Wal-Mart store, 161 Berlin Road,
Cromwell, Connecticut. Request for Revision.

Mr. Ashton moved to approve the request for revision, seconded by Dr. Bell. The motion

passed unanimously.

PETITION NO. 1092 - Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless petition for a declaratory
ruling that no Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and Public Need is required for
the extension of an existing telecommunications facility located at 134R Creamery Road,
Durham, Connecticut. Decision.

Dr. Bell moved to approve this petition, seconded by Mr. Murphy. The motion passed

unanimously.

TS-VER-097-140218 - Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless request for an order to
approve tower sharing at an existing telecommunications facility located at 20 Barnabas
Road, Newtown, Connecticut.

Mr. Ashton moved to approve this tower sharing request with the following conditions:

e Prior to antenna installation, the reinforcements outlined in Section 4 of the
report prepared by Centek Engineering dated November 13, 2013, and stamped
by Carlo Centore, shall be implemented; and

e Within 45 days following completion of the antenna installation, Cellco shall
provide documentation certified by a professional engineer that its installation
complied with the requirements of the structural analysis.

The motion was seconded by Mr. Murphy. The motion passed unanimously.
TS-CING-034-140220 — New Cingular Wireless PCS, LLC request for an order to approve

tower sharing at an existing telecommunications facility located at 52 Stadley Rough Road,
Danbury, Connecticut.

Mr. Ashton moved to approve this tower sharing request with the following conditions:

e The coax lines and accessory equipment shall be installed in accordance with the
recommendations made in the Structural Analysis Report prepared by FDH
Engineering dated February 11, 2014 and stamped by Bradley Newman; and
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e Within 45 days following completion of the antenna installation, AT&T shall
provide documentation certified by a professional engineer that its installation
complied with the recommendations of the structural analysis.

The motion was seconded by Dr. Klemens. The motion passed unanimously.
